'» jrnopsl» o f the Agricultural Fxperiiueut 
Stations 1)111. 
W ashington City, J an. 28 .—The bill passed 
by the senate Thursday for the establishment 
of agricultural 
experiment stations directs 
tho organization in connection with agricul 
tural colleges of a department to b? known 
and designated as an “ Agricultarai Experi 
ment « Station.” Where there are two such 
colleges in one state, the amount appropri 
atedito oaeh state and territory for this pur­ 
pose ($15,000 a year) is to be equallydivided 
between them, unless the state legislature 
shall otherwise direct. 
The object and duty 
of such experimental stations is to conduct 
original researches or to verify experiments 
on the physiology of plants and animals, the 


diseases to which they are severally subject, 
and the remedies therefor; the chemical com­ 
position of useful plants; the comparative 
advantages of rotative cropping 
; the capacity 
of new plants or trees for acclimation; the 
analysis of soils and waters; the chemical 
composition of manures; the adaptation and 
value of grasies and forage plants; the com­ 
position and digestibility of the different 
kinds of food for domestic animáis; the scien­ 
tific and economic questions Involved in the 
production of butter and cheese, and such 
other researches or experiments bearing di­ 
rectly on the agricultural industry of the 
United Btates as may be deemed advisable.

Y or k , Jan. ‘28 ,—The order for a 
general strike of longshor men, etc., w is 
given Wednes lay night by the Longshoro- 
men’s u nion, and backed by Distr ct asst ra- 
bly No. 40, K. of L., and Thu rsday morning 
the men did not go to work, the pu rpose be* 
ing to remain ou t for three days. 
Beach- 
walkers were sent ou t to cover ail the vari­ 
ou s points on the river fronts where the 
trou ble was concentrated, and they had ¡ ar­ 
ticu lar instru ctions to u se every means to 
prevent any dist u rbance. The men were con­ 
siderably elated a t the favorable reports that 
the walking delegates brou ght in. 
One dele 
gate from the N orth river front stated that 
not a single steam er had lieen able to take in 
its regu lar su pply of coal, and consequ ently 
wou ld not bo able to sail on the day ap­ 
pointed. 
At the Cu nard dock the Gallia cou ld not 
bo discharged becau se the m ajority of the 
piece-men tu rned ou t. 
Thero a r e a nu mber 
of men working by the month for thi3 com­ 
pany and they m ay tu rn ou t at any moment. 
The next movo will bo to get the engineers 
on the tu g-boats to refu se to bu rn the coal 
or tow it, and Other labor organizations who 
are dependent on the coal su pply will be com­ 
pel led to qu it work. 
Tdie ferryboats are seriou sly inconven­ 
ienced on accou nt of the lack of coal, and 
one line had ou t grocery and other wagons 
bringing coal from the small yards, bu t 
when they cu tne rou nd so often the dealers 
refu sed to sell. 
The coal m anagers of this 
city state that no m eeting has been called to 
consider prices, and tha t no advance will h e 
made, no m atter what price coal reaches 
here. 
They say they will sell all the coal 
wanted a t their docks on the basis of 14.25 
for stove size. 
Some of the men are not in favor of the 
strike, bu t the m ajority express their deter­ 
mination to stand by the u nion’s decision. 
The strikers believe the dispu te will be set­ 
tled before the end of the third day. 
It is estim ated that the nu m ber of long­ 
shoremen, 
coal 
handlers, 
coal-boatmen, 
pilots, bag-sewers, coal-trimmers, and other 
workmen on strike in this vicinity is 30,000, 
divided as follows: 
New Y ork city, 15,000; 
Brooklyn, 8,000; 
Jersey 
City, 
Hoboken, 
W eehawken, and interior points of New 
Jersey, 7,OCX*. 
Steam ships will probably l*e u nable to 
leave port for tw o or three days a t least. 
It 
is stated that the pilots who belong to dis­ 
tric t assembly, No. 49, K. of L. have agreed 
not to pilot a vessel ou t of port that has non­ 
u nion coal or men aboard. 
A t a conference 
between the execu tive board of assembly No. 
49 and D istrict M aster W orkm en Owens, of 
Pou ghkeepsie, it was decided to ask all 
knights employed on the New Y ork Central 
railroad to refu se to handle boycotted coal. 
A great deal of coal has been coming into 
the city over the New Y ork C entral from 
Newbu rg, where it is; brou ght by the E rie 
railroad. 
There are ru m ors tha t the rail­ 
road and coal companies are taking steps to 
have the leaders of the K nights of L abor a r­ 
rested for conspiracy. 
A mass-meeting of workingmen w'as hold 
at the Cooper u nion Thu rsday evening to 
protest against the action of the coal m an­ 
agers and steamship companies and to take 
measu res that will lead to a speedy settle­ 
ment of flie present ditiicu lty. 
A bou t 5,000 
persons w’ere present, and a large police force 
was on hand to preserve order. 
Hu gh Gren- 
non presided. 
He denou n ced Pinkerton’s 
men for com m itting m u rder, and said the 
w orkingmen m u st keep on organizing. 
The 
first speaker, Victory D ru ry, said the work­ 
ingmen l» elieve in speaking for themselves, 
working for themselves, fighting for them ­ 
selves. 
Resolu tions were adopted calling u pon the 
governm ent for protection against the m u r­ 
derou s onslau ghts of Pinkerton’s detectives, 
and to bring the gu ilty persons to a speedy 
trial, au d half a dozen other speeches W’ere 
made, all denou ncing the Pinkertons and 
congratu lating the strikers on the way they 
had kept their tempers.

MANY WAY9 OF UTILIZING 


The Numerous Things W hich Our Fore­ 
fa thers Threw Away . 
There are hundreds of things which our 
forefather« threw away which we find many 
ways of utilising. 
Within a generation the 
residuary products arising from the manu­ 
facture of gas, which webs formerly consid­ 
ered worthless, have through new methods of 
distillation and manufacture been made to 
field coal oil, salts of ammonia, naphtha, tar, 
pitch, 
creoso>e, 
ben sole, 
carbolic acid, 
parafilne, aniline, uapthaline, and by com­ 
bination with coal, shales, alum, copperas 
and sulphuric acid. 
Bo it is with the con 
tents of the ragpickers’ bag. 
Woolen rags, 
old stockings, white flannel, carpeting, serge, 
tailors’ trimmings, old coats, gowns and 
other condemned garments are sent to the 
shoddy manufacturer, where they are tom 
into shreds, mix ed with now wool and manu­ 
factured into cheap and serviceable cloth. 
Woolen rags are also ground up 
into flock 
and artificial flowers and can alway s be u sed 
no.matter how old. 
Linen cloths are sent to tho paper m anu ­ 
factu rer and transform ed into the best ¡« per. 
The enormou s shop of M arcu s WTard & Co., 
a t Belfast, Ireland, de]>eu ds largely u pon tho 
linen m anu factories of tha t place for its 
pa¡>er stock. 
Cotton rags go to ¡nqier m ak­ 
er« , while hou se rags and disa cloths, which 
are covered with grease, are sold to hop 
growers for m anu re. 
All kinds of paper are 
sent to the papier macho m anu factu rer, who 
produ ces variou s ornam ental and u sefu l 
articles, su ch as tea trays, a g a r and tobacco 
casas and m atch boxes. 
Bones are boiled for 
their grease and gelatine, converted into 
charcoal and u sed in su gar refineries, sold to 
the tanner who m anu factu res case handles, 
knife handles and other u sefu l articles, or 
they are grou nd up and sold to the farm er 
as phosphates of lime, forming an excellent 
and highly valu ed m anu re. 
Old bottles, vials and fragm ents of glass 
are remelted, colored by a u niqu e process 
and made into flat pieces which are broken 
u p into irregu lar shapes to serve as mosaic 
window glass.

prising chap bu ys bits of bread, grinds t hem 
u p and resells them to French cooks as bread 
cni ml >s.— Briw» k I vn Eagle.

TIP AND TH E WAGON.

In an Abando ned Scho o l IIo o s<*~-llo mo 
Again. 
About th© cl 
080 of tho ym r, twenty two 
years ago, we nuv lo preparations to go 
home. 
We loaded a cov <*rad wagon witli 
o ur goods and chattel 
4 and some meat and 
meal and a supply of corn and fodder, and 
two or thre« * cook ing utensils, and 
a coffoo 
po t, and some coffee made o f ryo and goob­ 
ers and swiH't j>otatoes parched and rail 'd, 
some sorghum syrup, 
a puppy dog and a 
gun or two well loaded, and a few other 
primitiv e trie!;*, and felt amazing rich that 
we bad so much to liegln tho world with— 
so much 
that others did not huv s. 
Our oldest !*>y was then about 1**>, and 
had sense and self reliance lik e a man, for ho 
had be*u with me in the amiy in Virginia, 
and had boon butnpod around smartly, and 
was used to trouble. 
JS, we started him 
and our faithful friend Tip with tho cov ­ 
ered wagon and team, and wo followed after 
in a one horse n>ck away. 
Thera were only 
•ev en children then and none to spare. 
Th 
weather was cold and the roods in an awful 
condition, for they had not boon work ed 
in a year or two, and wo had to cut our 
way around tho fallen trees and patch up 
the little bridges and mak e haste slowly, but 
wo were going home, and that inspired us to 
encounter 
ev erything. 
We 
got alon 
pretty well the first day and night, but on 
the second day, ns we noarod fho Etowah 
riv or, wo struck that desolate aud deserted 
country k nown as Sherman’s belt—-that 
same Shonnan “ who was 
m careless about 
fire. 
Steele s 
_« ige was ahead of us and 
was se;^ to ho the only one loft. The fer- 
-ies were all abandoned and tho boats 
gone, so we pressed forward to the* bridge, 
and as we mounted the hill that ov erbook ed 
it we were surprised to soo our boy and Tip 
and some other refugees carrying plank 
from an outhouse to the bridge. 
The floor 
was gone and they were contriv ing a way 
to g o t the wagons across. 
They pick ed up 
enough plank of ono sort or another to lay 
two rows lengthways across the bridge, 
a 
row for tho wheels on each side of the 
wagon. It was slow' work and perilous work 
to put the plank down on tho open sleepers, 
but they did it, and then carefully pulled 
and pushed the wagons across. The surging 
waters, away down among the rock s some 
forty feet below, had no terrors to exiles 
going home. 
After getting the v ehicles 
across tho bridge the horses and mules wero 
swum across tho riv er a short d ista nt be­ 
low, and all were safely landed on the home­ 
ward side. 
Tho dark and dismal night caught us as 
we non red an old shell of a school house by 
the way, and mo we halted and took posses­ 
sion and built up a rousing firo in tho old 
log-built fireplace. Tho house hail been used 
for anybody s stable, but we cleaned up a 
corner and scattered tho myriads of flc*os 
around and put them in circulation, and then 
spread dow n an old quilt and put a bed upon 
it and lixe(l up tho mother and her babies 
pretty well considering that this was w ir. 
An old log stable was near by and it had 
a long, old fashioned feed trough that was 
made of half of a hollow log. 
Wo put our 
stock in the stable and fed them in one end of 
the trough and our big boy 
slept in the 
other end with his gun by his side. Tip k ept 
up the fire all night and it shone brightly 
through tho big crack s, and k ept the stable 
and the wagon in sight. 
Mules and horses I 
were precious then—more precious than 
gold. 
By daylight Tip was cook ing break ­ 
fast and mak ing our coffee, and it did not 
tak e long to mak e our morning toilet. 
We 
bad to get some water from a branch near 
by and wash our faces, and that was all. 
The sun didn’t rise that day and the mist 
and the clouds were thick and heav y. 
We 
were soon all aboard and expected to reach 
Rome and home by night. 
The road was 
billy and rough aud grew almost impassa­ 
ble as we got into the dark chocolate lands 
of Bartow. 
All the day long w*e look ed 
and longed to see some liv ing thing— 
a 
man, a boy, a negro, 
a dog, a hog, a bird— 
anything to break tho spell of utter desola­ 
tion. 
ihere was nothing animate except 
the buzzards that now and then took their 
heav y flight from some carcass bv the way. 
There was hardly 
a house left—none that 
were occupied. No cattle or sheep, no roos­ 
ter to crow, or dog to bark . 
Night—dark —o v erto o k 
us fiv e miles fro m 
Ro me, and tho se fiv e miles are a horror 
to 
me now. 
I think I grew older that night 
by a y ear at least, perhaps fiv e. The ro ad 
co uld no t be seen, and so me o f the gullies 
were fearful. 
But Tip and o ur boy nev er 
faltered no r wilted. 
So metimes when the 
team seemed reluctant they wo uld sto p and 
o ne go ahead and ex plo re and then try it 
again. 
Fences are so metimes a glimmering 


guide in the dark ness, but thofs wers no 
fence*. 
We had not seen one all the day. 
When we reached the suburbs of town 
the mule t/v un enrno square up against « 
fallc" tree, nml on exploring there were sev ­ 
eral in the way, for 
it was an abandoned 
camp and the troes had b« **n cut down for 
fire wood. 
I t took us an hour to turn 
round and 
find another route. 
It seemed 
to mu then 
that w«* spent half a night right 
tb*ro hunting for a way. 
But at last we 
g>‘t into 
tho 
town-—the town whore street 
lamps used to burn and a thousand wed- 
eomo lights were in the windows of happy 
homes. 
Now nil was dark and lonesome 
nnd as silent ns tho grav e. 
By 
10 o’clock 
we were» in front of 
a k insman's house, and 
a glimm ering light shnns through the cur- 
taiinxl window lattice. 
Oh. happy mo­ 
rn« nt 
relief, 
I actually felt weak 
from t he reaction 
that followed 
from tho 
long and inionso 
anxiety. 
No wonder that the doors were look rxl and 
bnrnd, and the light k ept dimly burning. 
W ar is horrible euough, but tho utwonce 
of all law and all restraint is worse, for tho 
weak and defenseless are then at the mercy 
of the strong. 
Of course, we found our 
dwelling sack ed and gutted of its furniture. 
\\ o left it full and found it a sk eleton; iu- 
deod, tho whole town wo« a sk eleton. 
A 
good portion lind l» een destroyed by toe v ery 
able man who was so eareless about fire, 
and what was left was empty. 
Ev en the 
churches were empty—not a jx» w nor a seat 
loft. 
My own house had been used as head­ 
quarters, aud the telegraph wiru wiw still 
hanging in the parlor. Tffcre was not a ¡» al- 
Ing nor plank around tho premises. 
There 
was a new stable about sixty foot long for 
the horses of the general and his staff, nnd 
the troughs were mudo of the jiowh of the 
churches. 
We mov ed into our house and called it 
homo. 
We borrowed some IxsUt and lxxl- 
ding and a chair or two from k ind neigh­ 
bors and settled down. 
I had some Con­ 
federate money, but it wouldn’t buy much. 
I gav e 
fora chunk of Meow, the only 
one I could hear of that was for sale in the 
country'. 
I brought ten bushels of corn 
down the riv er and k ept it hid out from the 
scouts and outlaws, but they got half of it, 
anyhow. 
Wo liv ed through tho winter— 
a hard winter—and I reck on we could do it 
again, but wo don't want to, and are now 
thank ful for the comforts of life and tho 
security that comes from peace and well 
regulated law s.- Atlanta Constitution.

be found in many southern

past generation. 
( *n© curious phase this rev iv al has tak en 
is the fancy for immortalizing some one 
feature. 
Women will hav e the miniature 
painted on porcelain of a v ery lov ely hand, 
ora round, white shoulder, a perfect arm; u 
rosy, Cupid’s bow mouth, and Mme. Bar 
rios, the widow of the dead pnwident of 
Guatemala, has had her su|» ©rb Spanish eyes 
painted, the rest of the face entirely shrouded 
in a black lace muntilla.

measure of jiowder suited to his gun.” 
I hav e now, perhaps, said enough to show 
the lov e of the Arab for bis steed and the 
care that is tak en to render tho animal of 
v alue, and his v alue being assured, care for 
tho horse is inculcated.

American renaissance of art succeeding tho 
centennial; she no longer decorates h* 
mamma's soup plates with a cluster of cat 
tails that resembles nothing on earth 
much as a bunch of sausages hung up on a 
green string. .She paints her mamma's 
jto r 
trait on the pinto, so that when j*uf*a eats 
his dinner ho finds a slice of rare beef re­ 
clining on his better half’s plump ehex 
ami her well preserv ed lock s plentifully bo 
strewn w ith green jieos, wliilo her right eye 
regards him tenderly through a film of 
grav y. 
This is one of the phases of an endeav or 
to return to the lost art of miniature paint­ 
ing which fell into innocuous desuetude 
when the reign of the daguerreotype began 
—that ehnrming method of reaching im­ 
m ortality still to be found in country par­ 
lors. 
Little brown leather eases fastened 
with two little hook s, in which ¡Kipa and 
mamma sit hand in hand with a smile of 
v acuous amiability waiting to be “ took ” 
and ambitious to hand down his big collars 
and her crinoline to an affectionate jx>ster- 
ity who hav e to figure around w ith th« * li;;ht 
to catch a glimpse of thom at all. 
LATKLY 1 KTRODUCKD. 
Whenev er Americans go to K«*vr<*s or 
Dresden they order portrait* of themslv csor 
their fri« * ids painted on porcelain. 
It is 
this a rt of porcelain miniature that has 
lately liccn introduced hero by Miss Smith, 
who is a graduate of tho Cincinnati School 
of Porcelain Painting, and has studied in 
both Sev res and Dresdetu 
Classes of young 
women study under her and ai-o teaming to 
produeo tho sort of porcelain portrait for 
which it was formerly necessary to go 
abnxui. 
These are in many resjiects v ery 
satisfactory. 
They lack som<? of the exquis­ 
ite softness and purity of tone giv en by the 
old iv ory grounds, but they hav e the ad­ 
v antage of being practically indestructible. 
The life of any painting on canv as is easily 
calculable, but a portrait on china is v ery 
nearly immortal, time and exi» osure to light 
hav e no effect ujkui it, and after 1,000 years 
it would l>o as fresh and pure in tint us the 
day it came from the k iln. 
These porcelain miniatures can lie made 
of any size, from a head a fifth of life size 
on a plate or plaque to tiny productions on 
bits of china not larger than a silv er quar­ 
ter of a dollar. 
It is said that ono lov ely 
young female here, w’hose head has been 
photographed from ©v ery point of tho eoin- 
l>ass ami in ev ery post*, made a well k nown 
bachelor a handsome dressing gown, whose 
ev ery button was painted w ith one of the 
many protraits of herself, and she painted 
them with her own clev er fingers, mak ing 
v ery excellent lik enesses of herself on ev ery 
button. 
There are two methods of painting these 
miniatures. 
The French, which is almost 
entirely stippled, much of it requiring to be 
done under a magnifying glass. 
This is 
necessitated by the weak ness of the French 
colors, which stand but two firings. 
The 
other, the German method, as used in the 
Dresden factories, is much less difficult and 
the pictures are done by a series of washes, 
the German colors standing any number of 
returns to the k iln. 
This latter method 
Miss Smith finds the fav orite one with her 
pupils, as the results are so much more 
rapid and the work less fatiguing. 
For her 
own portraits she used a combination of 
both manners and finds the fusion of the 
two v ery successfuL

with health to enjoy itl” 
Ail present join 
in mak ing a suitable response, usually ending 
with: “ lyct us ail bless Allah, who has sent 
to tho family another child.” 
Great attention continue* to be bestowed 
upon the foal during th« first sev en months 
of its life. 
It in not only taught to suck its 
mother, but is also taught how to drink the 
milk of tho camel and the ewe. so tlwt it 
may soon learn to do without its mother, 
w’hioh ha* to retsurn« work as speedily us 
may bo. In th© ev enl of barley ov or becom­ 
ing scare*© or of the water supply running 
short the horse is able—hav ing l>een well 
taught—to tak e “ pot luck .” When tho foal 
has attained tho ag© of « bout 
225 days it is 
finally weaned and sov ortd from the com 
panionship of its mother, on which occasion 
some other little ceremonial of a simple k iud 
is indulged in—th© women of the tent as­ 
semble and demand the animal. 
“ Giv e it 
unto us," they say, “ it ha* now no other 
mother; it has become an orphan which wo 
shall tend and food and AUah will bl« *** us.” 
The foal i* then giv en up and tho women are 
as good us their word; thoy food it with 
milk and date« , giv ing it also piece* of their 
bread. 
It Is doubtless their tender treat­ 
ment which renders the animal so docile—so 
docile that it can be easily handled by tho 
merost child. 
It* education proceeds apace; 
each foaJ is, so to say, married to a child 
who rides him in search of grass or water. 
Th© child is fearless and the boy teaches tho 
horse to fear no ov il; tho boy in time In 
comes a clsv er horseman, while tho horse 
grows all that can bo wished. 
The eolt is 
loft in charge of the child till it is 18 or i?0 
months old, when its “ break ing in” is begun. 
The training <.f the colt is begun by his 
lK*ing shack led with clogs; and persons who 
hav e seen this mode of break ing think it is a 
really admirable system. 
The clog » prev ent 
the animal from entangling itself in the 
halter, or from getting into the manger, or 
from lying below* it and from a multitude of 
bad habits which are incidental to other 
modes of training. Not till it is ov er 2 years 
old is the eolt ev er saddled or briilled, and 
then the utmost care is tak en not to fatigue 
the animal; as a preliminary to the mount­ 
ing of a full grown rider they are frequently 
led up and down with a pack saddle on their 
back s and a bit in their mouths which is cov ­ 
ered wdth undressed wool. 
At lengt/i tte 
man mounts the eolt in order to complete its 
education. 
Before it has only been allowed 
to carry a child on its back , now* it is made 
to f?cl the power of a master hand—the 
great object in v iew being to accustom the 
animal to ungrudging obedience. 
At first 
the colt gets only light work and is ridden 
without spurs and but little force is used. 
His owner canters him around among his 
belongings, using (as seldom as he possibly 
an) a light cane, just to remind his horse 
that he has a master; immense pains are 
tak en not to tout or harass the animal, but 
to train him in the way he will hav e to go; 
he is always addressed in a gentle v oice and 
no opposition is experienced. 
One bit of business; it is deemed of the 
Utmost irnjxirtance he should be t night from 
the beginning of his training, and that is to 
stand stone still while his rider is dismount­ 
ing an« l not to stir after he has dismounted. 
The v alue of such training was seen when an 
Arab rider was shot and fell from his horse 
—it stood still till it was remounted. 
Th© 
training of these animals is so complete that 
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Somewhere some­ 
body’s rights or sensibilities hav e been run 
ov er. 
Somewhere*—somewhere* there has 
come “ the little jolt.
